‘Captain came on board rofusod to obey h 
order to come aft, ‘Tho latter tried to en 
foreo it; Poak knocked him down with a 
belaying pin, and richly desorvod the si 
‘months imprisonment he got for the erimo, 
‘Thoro is no oxcuso for him; but it does 
scom that the Captain would havo oxorcisod

police aasstanco, having the mon arrested 
and taken to jail, Ho was not on the high 
seas, wheroit is nocessary to quell mutiny 
at once by determined personal action 5 he 
was within, ensy;reach of more leyitimata, 
and more ficient afd. than that which he 
wont to sook from an adjacent ship.

‘The following particulars on the subjeot

‘Tn an article which appeared Intely in 
tho Supreme Court Gazette, and which was 
republished by the NorthChina Daily 
Nav, it was stated in regard to the light- 
ing of tho coast that a ataf ont of propor- 
tim to the work to bo dono had boon 
‘established by tho Inspector General of 
Customs, under the title of “ Hydrographic 
ofce;" that a generation of untried mon 
of all nations, kindrods, and tongues had 
been placed in the vacant offices that Mr. 
FitzRoy’ scheme had. beon sot asd

‘Tho plain facts of the matter aro these. 
‘Tho now dopartment referred to has not 
boon called the ‘Hydrographic oftics.” 
‘Tho Inspector Goneral has called it tho 
Marine department, ‘Tho term  Hydro- 
graphic" was brought into uso by the late 
Harbour Master six years ago, ns a suitable 
heading for thoso of his notifications which 
wore Hydrographical ; but the Inspector 
General has not used it, and has had no 
‘occasion to do 20. Of tho appointinents 
notified in the last Custom's Guzetto, only 
x represent new men, and of these three 
aro Amerieans, ono isa Frenchman, two aro 
Englishmen, and all are tried mon, ‘Tho 
former chief, and two of the old members 
of the Barbour Master's staff at this port 
have received promotion. ‘The others re- 
ferred to in the Gazette aro Customs’ 
Cofticnls to whose duties have boon added 
the management of pilotago and harbour 
airs, but who derive only a small portion 
of their salarion frm tho Tonnage Duos. 
‘The appointments havo boon made with the 
‘utmost regal to economy and elficieney. 

‘What Mr. Fitz Roy did was for Shanghai, 
and. is not correctly described as a scheme, 
80 far.as that word conveys the idea of 
something more than local. He obtained, 
as he says in his Trade Report for 1866, 
from the Peking Governmens, when he was 
acting Inspector Genoral, a grant of money 
(is. 36,000) for lighting’ tho approaches to 
this port, “the efforts mado by former 
Commissioners with tho provincial authori- 
tics having failed to procure the requisite 
funda” Tho light for which a houso is 
now being erveted on Gntzlaf, was obtained 
by Mr. Fitz Roy out of this grant, ‘The 
now light spoken of as having beon placed 
on the Tung:sha ship, was also obtained by 
Mr. Fitz Roy, and is much superior to the 
Old one, although it. has been found not to 
revolve satisfactorily when the vessol rolls 
heavily—a point which is under consider- 
ation. Tho only part of the programine 
based on the grant in question and the 
Consular discussion of 1866, which his not 
been fulfilled, isthe erection of a light 
hhouso on the Saddles ; and the mors that 
project is inquired into, the more clearly 
will tbo econ that the doubts about it 
hhavo.o strengthened sinco 1866 as to fully 
Justify tho postponement of it, Captain 
Brooker of the survoying ship Syleia has 
‘been roprosented by the North-Chine Daily 
acs to be strongly opposed to placing n 
light on the Saddles, and thero aro. many 
who agree with ‘him.’ The lighting of the 
Amherst rocks, although universally ad- 
mitted to bo necessary, was too largo an 
undertaking to enter into thoarrangoments 
of 1806, ‘Tho two principal questions con- 
corning the lighting of this port aro—How 
aro tho Amhersts to bo lighted 7 Aro tho 
Saddles worth lighting 7 ‘There is till oo 
much uncertainty about losality in the 
‘cso of tho Saddles, and about the plan to 
bbe pursued in the casoof the Amborats, to 
‘admit of tho beginning of expenditure in 
‘ither caso.
